With the scientific methods, made 
possible by modern invention, a ves. 
sel can always be salved if ths pros. 
pect of reward be sufficiently great 
to hd el such measures, 

The salvage steamer is a personality 
among ships. Most of those working 
from the British coast are composite 
built — i.e., wooden hulls on steel 
frames. The wooden hull possesses 
many advantages, principal of which 
is that it is far less likely t) ba dam- 
aged by bumping against tha wreck 
than is a steel one, and so can sta 
by the wreck during weather whic 
would compel a metal-hulled vessel to 
stand off.
